will be further reductions of 10.2 per cent, 4.3 per 
cent and 1.8 per cent in the following three years 
totaling £7.3million. 

Chief Fire Officer Lee Howell said: “Clearly this 
will mean further significant changes to the way 
we operate as a service. 

“Our priority in everything that we do will al¬ 
ways be to improve public and staff safety and we 
will need to do this within a context of a reduced 
budget.” 

Changes to the Service’s budget which will go to 
the Fire Authority in February 2016, to include the 
following: 

• Non-staff budget lines such as training reduced 
by £1 million; 

• Reduce support staff costs, saving £500,000; 

• Join the strategic alliance with Devon & Corn¬ 
wall Police and Dorset Police to reduce costs in 
the years ahead; 

• Reduce operational staffing costs by £1.3million 
through natural turnover due to crewing changes 
decided in 2013. 

There will also be a reduction in middle manage¬ 
ment posts, a new call handling system and a new 
shift system or annualised hours for wholetime 
firefighters. 

The service will increase funding during the next 
four years for the replacement of operational ve¬ 
hicles and its ageing building stock. 

Chief Fire Officer Howell added: “We made 
some difficult decisions in 2013 and this has meant 


we have met the savings required to date. 

“We have a plan for the next four years to deliver 
the savings required but it will require effective 
management, communication and planning to de¬ 
liver these real savings.”

Improving outcomes for vulnerable children 


NEARLY 300 professionals who work with chil¬ 
dren and young people came together during the 
autumn term with a joint ambition of improving 
outcomes for vulnerable children in Somerset. 

The recent events brought a number of partner 
agencies together, including schools from across 
Somerset, to share the good practice going on to 
try and narrow the gap between vulnerable pupils 
and their peers. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabinet member 
for Children and Families for Somerset County 
Council, said: “It is well known that there is an un¬ 
acceptable gap in attainment between vulnerable 
children and their peers. This gap only gets worse 
as children grow older. These events aimed to 
tackle this inequality by encouraging schools and 
other agencies to work together and step in early 
when a child or young person is struggling.” 

There are already a number of examples in Som¬ 
erset where schools and agencies are taking the ini¬ 
tiative and setting up multi-agency teams to 
support vulnerable children. 

Presentations were given by representatives from 
The King Alfred School in Highbridge, The Blue 
School in Wells, West Somerset College in Mine- 
head and the Halcon One Team in Taunton to 
showcase how partnership working has benefited 
different agencies and the children in that area. 

Councillor Nicholson continued: “It is wonderful 
that so many professionals took the time to attend 
these events, highlighting that all agencies are 
working hard to change things for children in Som¬ 
erset. The challenge will now be to ensure that the 
good practice we saw at the events is developed 
and delivered effectively and consistently across 


the county.” 

Some schools are already discussing how they 
can work together in the future and guidance is 
currently being developed by the county council.

F OR anyone who may have read 
my piece on the Glovers last week 
prior to the announcement of the 
new Yeovil Town manager, no, this is not 
the same article, but me repeating what I 
said then, and still believe, following the 
confirmation of Darren Way as the club’s 
new manager.

ward has been seen many times, none 
more so when appointing new managers; 
a trait in recent years that has seen the 
club now on the brink of being relegated 
from the Football League. 

If they fail to avoid the drop, they will 
make history in being the first FL club to 
be relegated in three successive seasons. 

Once again Fry has turned to his back¬ 
room staff to manage the club, a decision 
that has proved disastrous in previous 
years with Terry Skiverton as manager 
and Way as his assistant. However, de¬ 
spite this record of failure he continues 
to go down the same route. 

When will he leam that sometimes you 
have to speculate to accumulate? 


There was a lot of speculation after 
Sturrock’s departure as to who the club 
might appoint, but most fans thought this 
was only paper talk. 

Despite a number of names being 
muted like the experienced Ian Hol¬ 
loway, at the top of the spectrum, and the 
likes of Jamie McAllister and Marcus 
Stewart looking to cut their teeth in man¬ 
agement, I wonder how many actually 
applied? 

How many looked at the club and the 
way it has been run, and thought that is a 
club I could succeed at? 

Would Holloway risk his reputation, or 
a rookie worry that the experience was 
going to put them off managing as a ca¬ 
reer? 

It would also be interesting to know 


just how many potential people were in¬ 
terviewed by the Yeovil board? 

Saturday’s “six-pointer” against York 
City, 90th and 92nd in the Football 
League lived up to its billing; a game of 
missed passes and clumsy tackles. 

To be fair Yeovil did show more pas¬ 
sion than in recent games, but their lack 
of a cutting edge up front once again let 
them down.
